THE AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY 


125. The Seat of Government of the Commonwealth shall be determined by the Parliament, and 
shall be within territory which shall have been granted to or acquired by the Commonwealth, and shall 
be vested in and belong to the Commonwealth, and shall be in the State of New South Wales, and be 
distant not less than one hundred miles from Sydney. 


Such territory shall contain an area of not less than one hundred square miles, and such portion 
thereof as shall consist of Crown lands shall be granted to the Commonwealth without any payment 
therefor. 


The Parliament shall sit at Melbourne until it meet at the Seat of Government. 
(Section 125 of the Commonwealth of Australia Constitution Act, 63 and 64 Victoria, Chapter 12. 


Transfer of the Australian Capital Territory to the Commonwealth. On 18 October 1909, the 
Commonwealth and the State of New South Wales entered into an agreement for the surrender to and 
acceptance by the Commonwealth of an area of 2,359 square kilometres as the Seat of Government 
of the Commonwealth. In December 1909, Acts were passed by the Commonwealth and New South 
Wales Parliaments approving the agreement, and on 5 December 1910, a proclamation was issued 
vesting the Territory in the Commonwealth on and from | January 1911. By the Jervis Bay Territory 
Acceptance Act 1915, an area of 73 square kilometres at Jervis Bay, surrendered by New South Wales 
according to an agreement made in 1913, was accepted by the Commonwealth, and was transferred 
as from 4 September 1915.

The 
surveys exclude members of the defence forces, employees in agriculture, employees of private house- 
holds employing staff and employees of private employers (other than hospitals) not subject to payroll 
tax. For detailed statistics, explanatory notes and definitions concerning the survey, reference should 
be made to publications containing survey results (Cat. Nos. 6303.0 and 6304.0).
